After a series of petty inconvenien­ 
ces, Co. G is now quite comfortably 
quartered, and their line of tents helps 
to make one of the many lines to be 
seen on the large camping grounds: 
here are quartered troops from Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, N ew York, Massa­ 
chusetts, Pennsylvania and New J er­ 
sey, making in all abont ten thousand 
men which is equal to, if not greater, 
than the population of the city of Dixon. 
In order that some of the old veter­ 
ans may have a better idea of just 
where we are, I will say that we are 
camped upon what is known as the old 
“ Campbell farm on Woodburn Manor,” 
here is where the second battle of “ Bull 
Run” was fought during the war of the 
rebellion. 
The only objection to the 
camp is the scarity of water; but every 
effort is being made to overcome this 
difficulty. 
W ells are being sunk and 
it will be only a short time before all 
quarters will be amply supplied; but 
if it should happen that such plans 
cannot be carried out, then the camp 
will most likely be moved to a more de­ 
sirable place, as water is the most im­ 
portant of all things connected with 
the camping grounds of 
an army. 
As is the case most always before a 
camp becomes thoroughty organized, 
rations fall a little short of their limit, 
principally on account of lack of suffic­ 
ient means for the transportation of 
the same, but now everything is in 
good running order, and the boys are 
all beginning to wear a pleasant look 
and forgetting all the hardships of 
their previous adventures. 
In regard to sickness, so far Co. G is 
in a very healthy condition and the 
hospital department has almost been 
without a patient from Major Baldwin’s 
battalion, which counts very highly in 
the way he has handled the companies 
upon the parade ground, and he never 
fails to have a pleasant word 
for all 
men under his command. 
Among the visitors, who are many 
every day, 
were Congressmen Hitt, 
Reeves and Graff; Senator Mason, Col. 
Kay. Henry Dement of Dixon and Mrs. 
Smith of Sterling. 
Congressman Hitt 
yesterday presented Capt. 
McGrath 
with IffO stamped envelopes and 
100 
sheets of paper for the use of Com­ 
pany G. 
Senator Mason provided the hospital 
department of the 0th Fegt. with cots, 
so you see there could bo boys a great 
deal worse off than those from Illinois. 
Last evening 
considerable excite­ 
ment 
prevailed 
over 
what 
was 
supposed 
to 
bo Spanish spies and 
great 
crowds 
gathered 
around the 
guard house to see the supposed dyna- 
miters anil pirates, but alas, for disap- 
pointments: when morning 
came the 
supposed dons were liberated and cau­ 
tioned not indulge quite so freely in 
sparkling wine aDd then come into a 
military camp and 
try to get by the 
picket line after dark again,as a second 
offense, 
might

iously than by simply being identified 
by responsible citizens. 
I suppose it will be quite interesting 
to our friends to know that Co. (7 is 
brigaded with the famous 6th regiment 
of Massachusetts that was mobbed in

A d v ic e on P r u n ln f. 
If p runing is done p rop erly , no tools 
will ever be necessary ex cep t a sharp 
p runing knife, but if neg lected or too 
many main limbs are allowed to g row 
the saw will have to be used in a few 
y ears. 
It is desirable to make a nice, 
smooth, even cut, and to do this the 
knife should follow the shoulder that is 
noticeable at the junction of the limb 
to another or to the main stem, aud the 
surface of tbe cut should be no larg er 
than the base of the branch removed. 
Draw the blade inward a little at the 
up p er side. Avoid leaving a sharp stub 
from which a new shoot may start. Do 
not make the cut too close. W hen the 
saw must be used on a heavy limb, saw 
a little on the underside first, so that 
the weig ht of the limb as it fails will 
not sp lit or p eel the bark. 
It is neces­ 
sary to p aint the wound made by p run­ 
ing with white lead aud linseed oil, to 
which may be added a little lamp black, 
if desired, to g ive a darker effect.— R e­ 
p ort Colorado Board of Horticulture.
